have formed a large part of the profession’s work since 1945. Architects in 
Britain see housing as part of community design. This outlook was promoted 
vigorously 60 years ago by Ebenezer Howard and Raymond Unwin, and was 
given a great impulse 15 years ago by the work of Patrick Abercrombie. Its 


most complete expression is the whole town, and a considerable number of 


new and re-developed towns of much interest are being built in Britain at 
this moment. The idea of large-scale city re-development is an extension of 
this concept that today commands rapidly increasing interest among architects 
and public here. 

The programme of education buildings is widely known. A rise in the 
school-leaving age and the post-war population increase demanded much new 
accommodation and more than 7,650 new school projects of all kinds have 
been built. A typical British school exported to Milan for the 12th Trienniale 
Exhibition last year was the Nottingham school built on the CLASP system 
which was given the premier award. The prefabrication programme of which 
this was an example is very large. Now Universities are expanding rapidly and

In Britain the cost of schools and part of the cost of housing is met from 
public funds dispensed through county and civic authorities, and one of the 
chief changes that has taken place among British architects has been the 
attraction of many of the best of them to public work as chief officers in these 
authorities. In this position they have directly carried out some of our most 
forward-looking work, and they have used their influence successfully to develop 
a good attitude to architecture both within their respective Authorities and 
in the community at large. All this has helped greatly to provide not only 
the public architects but the private architects as well with good conditions 
for architecture, and both sectors of the profession flourish harmoniously 
together.

The second feature of British housing I 
would like to distinguish the concep- 
tion of the ‘neighbourhood unit.’ This 
can hardly be called a British invention, 
and planners much to American 
theory on the subject, particularly C. A 
Perry’s work in 1929 on the Regional 
Survey of New York. Nevertheless the 
idea was inherent in the early Garden City 
plans and in the form of ‘wards’ was 
propounded in diagrams in Ebenezer 
Howard's book ‘ Tomorrow: a Peaceful 
Path to Real Reform’ (1898). Basically, 
the conception is that of a residential area 
for a population of the order of 5,000 
people, large enough to maintain one pri 
mary school, which within a peripheral 
main road system, will contain its own

‘mixed development ’—a mixture that is 
of tall and medium height blocks of flats 
or maisonettes, with family houses. The 
idea is not simply an architectural one 
Basically, as stated in the first important 
post-war report on housing by a govern 
ment committee, the Dudley Report, 
1944, it is a sociological one. ‘ There is 

need for a mixed development of family 
houses mingled with blocks of flats for 
smaller households.” The LCC Housing 
Division, under Whitfield Lewis, applied 
this idea on an extensive scale to large 
using a mixture of tall point 
blocks (one- and two-bedroom flats), long 
four-storey blocks (three-bedroom mai- 
sonettes) and four- and five-bedroom 
terrace houses. This kind of housing 
as compared with the pre-war pattern of 
uniform five-storey blocks of flats, or 
uniform cottage housing—was particu- 
larly useful, too, in preserving large trees 
and landscape amenities in the restricted 
sites in these areas. 

The idea has been fostered also in the 
Housing Manuals published by the 
Ministry of Housing, which demonstrated 
the economic advantages of a judicious 
selection of block forms, at varying 
heights, as compared uniform 
development.

Maisonettes 
In this connection the maisonette 

a two-storey dwelling (as opposed to a 
single-storey ‘ flat’) planned as the basic 
unit in a multi-storey block—seems to 
be a unique British contribution, It is 
only rarely to be found in rest of 
Europe.

Designing to Counteract Subsidence 

“he new system of building was quite 
revolutionary, but to understand it it 
necessary to realise what it was trying to 
achieve. Previous attempts at preventing 
damage by subsidence had mainly con 
sisted of incorporating reinforced founda 
of a variety of designs 
buildings. But experience tended to show 
that no amount of reinforcement, 
expensive, would eliminate entirely 
possibility of damage An analysis 
causes of the damage made with 
help of various experts including the 
Building Research Station and _ the 
National Coal Board, appeared to indi 
cate that when coal was taken out of the 
seam two things happened level of 
the ground subsided above the seam, and 
in subsiding it stretched or squeezed the 
surface of the ground for some distance 
from the point above which the coal had 
been withdrawn. It was this stretching 
and squeezing of the ground which was 
causing the damage to buildings rather 
than the mere physical lowering of the 
level of the ground. The new system of 
building designed prevent this 
damage by letting the building ride un 
harmed on top of the ground while the 
subsidence passed underneath.

In practice this 
has mever happened, and a Welsh 
authority in the consortium will pay at 
exactly the same rate for steel made in 
Glasgow as a Scottish member which has 
its headquarters in that city. The reason 
for this apparent anomaly lies in the 
benefits to any manufacturer of the 
ability to plan his factory output on a 
programme basis. Non-specialist items 
are only dealt with on a Consortium 
basis where this shows a clear balance 
of advantage over the figures which could 
be obtained locally. Although the prices 
are obtained in this way the Consortium 
does not actually let any contracts and 
each individual member arranges for its 
own orders to be placed in accordance 
with these pre-arranged prices. 


Continuing Process of Development 


The Consortium authorities have 
agreed to contribute an amount not 
exceeding a quarter of one per cent in 
yrder to provide staff time for the con- 
tinuing technical development and im- 
provement of the system.

A General Survey of 


Architectural Change 


Caused by the Emergence of New Techniques and Materials 


BY HENRY RUSSELL HITCHCOCK 


VERY PROPERLY the theme of this Con- 
gress is not materials alone, but tech- 
niques and materials. From an architec- 
tural point of view an old material truly 
becomes a new one when the technique 
of its employment is drastically modified. 
Thus, for example, the balloon-frame 
construction developed in the second 
quarter of the nineteenth century in 
North America, making use of slim 
scantlings produced by sawmills and 
joined by quantities of factory-made nails, 
turned wood into an essentially different 
material from the pegged sort of heavy 
timber-framing that had been brought 
from Europe in the seventeenth century. 
So, in our own day, the improvements in 
plywood, itself a mid-nineteenth-century 
invention, and other laminations made 
possible by the use of plastic binders, 
have created out of wood (and of other 
materials similarly bonded) materials that 
are essentially new. 

The contribution any material makes 
or can make to a building aesthetically 
and expressively—that is, architecturally 

has both objective and_ subjective 
aspects. In the main this Congress is 
concerned, I suppose, with the objective 
aspects, that is, the contribution new 
techniques and materials have made and 
are continually making to the construc- 
tion of buildings. The aim, in other 
words, to quote the title of a work by 
one of the world’s most distinguished 
constructors, is how to ‘Costruire cor- 
rettamente.’ But we all know that Nervi 
evidence in his own paper that 
there are subjective aspects as well to his 
handling of materials. He and other 
great contemporary constructors, such as 
Candela, certainly seem to have an intui- 
tive or ‘organic’ grasp of this material, 
as Mies van de Rohe has of steel, such 
as Wright was born too early to achieve.

Ferro-Concrete 

The early history of ferro-concrete lies 
almost outside the history of architecture, 
so largely is it involved in the patent wars 
and international alliances of various 
technicians and contractors and so little 
did it stimulate the imagination of archi- 
tects before the very end of the nineteenth 
century. Just as cast iron had appealed 
n the first half of the nineteenth century, 
it least as much for the ease with which 


it lent itself to rich and repetitious 
ornament which would have been impos- 
sibly expensive if executed by hand in 
traditional materials such as stone or 
wood, so concrete long appealed chiefly 
as an ersatz material to be disguised as 
something it was not, or else entirely 
hidden. Characteristically, when de 
Baudot used ferro-concrete—or more 
accurately a special form better called 
‘ciment armé’—for St. Jean de Mont- 
martre in the last 90s, he still leaned on 
an alien material for his form, following 
closely a project by his master Viollet-le- 
Duc intended for execution in iron. 

When Perret, a few years later, after 
his father’s death, first employed ferro- 
concrete more boldly and rationally in his 
apartment house in the Rue Franklin in 
Paris, he still cladded the members of his 
visible frame in terra-cotta. As he pro- 
ceeded with the architectural development 
of the use of the new material, he recur- 
rently consented to mask it with stone or 
marble and finally arrived at a type of 
finish for exposed concrete that was 
wholly satisfactory to himself only in the 
late 20s. 

Despite the contemporary boldness and 
varied approaches of engineers such as 
Freyssinet and Maillart and of architects 
such as Berg and Bohm, Perret inhibited 
the full exploitation of the material almost 
as drastically as did the contemporary 
American factory builders, Ransome and 
the Kahns, by a failure of the imagina- 
tion. Confined by French logic to the 
proposition that ferro-concrete construc- 
tion was a kind of _ post-and-lintel 
carpentry, a permanent (so to say) 
of such wooden structure as that of his 
Palais de Bois, from the time of Notre- 
Dame du Raincy of 1922-3 onward he was 
content to refine his finishes, develop the 
standardisation of his elements and 
classicize his compositions in conscious 
opposition to the aesthetic innovations, 
believed appropriate to concrete construc- 
tion, of his juniors. The positive results 
of this are seen in the buildings around 
the Place de l'H6tel de Ville in Le Havre, 
an urbanistic masterpiece carried out by 
his pupils with a discipline more severe 
than that of the ‘architecture classique’ 
of the late seventeenth and early 
eighteenth centuries. The negative aspects 
have been more widely recognised, how-

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ever, as they are seen in the striking con- 
trast between his Amiens skyscraper or 
his monstrous late church at Le Havre and 
such works of his prime as the Le Raincy 
church or the Meuron villa at Versailles 


Steel Construction 


Perhaps Mies and the Miesians have in 
the last decade arrived at a somewhat 
similar cul-de-sac with construction in 
steel, but that material has generally 
seemed to be less elastic and various in 
its possibilities than ferro-concrete. It is 
worth pointing out, however, that one of 
the first large-scale methods of using the 
ferrous metals was in tension, first in chain 
suspension bridges and then in cables, 
while even today the possibilities of 
suspended building construction remain 
largely in the realm of the imagination. 
Moreover, steel construction, at least in 
buildings above a storey or two in height, 
requires protection by other materials 
against fire and, at the very least, a fre- 
quently renewed paint film for protection 
against rust. The recurrent episodes of 
‘détente’ and reaction in the history of 
the development of construction in 
ferrous metals were largely concerned 
with the facing and, little by little, the 
conquering of these problems. 

Conceivably, the major advantage of 
lightness, which aluminium offers in com- 
petition with steel, might, before long, 
lead to its supersession by some still 
lighter material such as magnesium, at 
present I believe used only for furniture. 
Furthermore, without leaving the subject 
of structural steel, one should note that 
its relative availability for building, like 
that of aluminium, depends on the general 
economic and industrial condition of 
various parts of the world. The

Mathematics is certainly not a building 
material nor even, properly speaking, a 
building technique; but the effective 
development of new building materials 
over the last one hundred and fifty years 
and the contro] of the techniques of using 
them has depended more and more on 
mathematical analysis We are not 
especially concerned here with other 
relationships between mathematics and 
architecture, although it is obvious that 
any building or part of a building has 
a primary geometrical existence as a three- 
dimensional shape in But the 
mathematics of design, from _ the 
Pythagorean number-mysticism that has 
had recurrent support since antiquity in 
different to the rather 
quasi-fourth-dimensional space 
concepts of certain theorists of 
architecture, is only symbolically 
or, as also in the Middle Ages, pragmatic 
ally related to structure.

Changes in the application of mathe- 
matics to the analysis of structure, on the 
other hand, which are certainly of major 


importance in situation today, do 
concern us here. With the use of com- 
puters calculations that omce took weeks 
and months can now be made in a few 
hours. Thus the rethinking and redesign- 
ing, even of very complex mechanical sys- 
tems, ceases to be impossibly expensive in 
terms of time and human effort. When we 
consider the extent to which the conven- 
tional uses of materials, such as steel and 
concrete, have hitherto been frozen in 
large part by the apparent economy of 
continuing to use established formulae 
as also, of course, by building codes based 
on those formulae—the revolu- 
tionary potentialities of the increasing use 
of computers become obvious as a means 
of making possible more elastic and 
imaginative developments in structural 
techniques. 

More relevant to our subject today, and 
more pregnant for the immediate future, 
is the approach of Buckminster Fuller. 
Neither mathematician nor architect, and 
not primarily concerned with the develop- 
ment of particular materials, Fuller’s con- 
ceptions are essentially geometrical. 
After decades in which his ideas were 
treated as those of a crank, his geodesic 
domes, if not Dymaxion cars and 
houses, have come to wide acceptance by 
the most practical minded.

Town Road System 


The town road system has been worked 
out after the preparation of traffic projec- 
tions, forecasting vehicular movements 
relating to a period some twenty years 
ahead, and the production of desire line 
diagrams indicating ideal paths for traffic 
moving about the town for various pur 
poses.

New towns can play an important part in 
this process in providing good living con- 
ditions and a profitable investment and 
there is no reason to limit the size of all 
the towns to 60 or 80,000 population. 
Indeed, London and some other metro- 
politan cities could benefit from the 
creation of one or two new towns with 
populations of up to 250,000, providing 
the additional facilities which can only 
be made available in such communities. 
New towns offer unique opportunities 
for the study and application of principles 
which can usefully be adapted to existing 
towns subsequently as well as for the 
building of well-designed houses, shops 
and factories. There is a special place in 
them for the exploitation of fundamental 
principles of planning and in this respect 
further new towns, wherever they may be 
built, could be the laboratories for re- 
search into methods of design and build- 
ing and forms of living for the future.

The Royal Gold Medal for Architecture 


Address by Lewis Mumford, Hon. ARIBA 


FOLLOWING THE PRESENTATION of the Royal 
Gold Medal for Architecture to him 
66 Portland-place on Tuesday, June 27, 
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Crystal Palace, was an admirable expres- 
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placed enthusiasm for mono-transporta- 
tion, despite its inefficiency and its waste- 
ful demands on urban space, has gone on 
all over Britain and Europe: so that even 
the best-planned cities on the continent, 
like Amsterdam and Paris, have forfeited 
their most precious urban space to these 
over-prolific mechanical mistresses. The 
difficulty in repairing this situation springs 
from the fact that our contemporaries 
have already in their hearts accepted the 
supremacy of the machine, and the un- 
controllable automatism of mechanical 
progress, and have resigned themselves 
to the secondary role that is now allotted 
to them. Who dares to call this ideal 
prospect life? 


The influence of the whole man is still 
far to seek: dismemberment is more 
fashionable. But what in fact is the mean- 
ing of so much that has been going on in 
the world of art during the last genera- 
tion, with its symbolic representation of 
the primitive, the childish, the spon- 
taneous, the inchoate and the unformed, 
except that it is a declaration that it is 
better to go back to the very beginning of 
man’s development, and thus restore his 
original freedom, than to push on to the 
end of his present practices and commit- 
ments, and altogether forfeit his 
humanity? From this standpoint, Le 
Corbusier’s church at Ronchamp, how- 
ever faked and deliberately naive the 
elements in its composition, is a happy 
symbol of his own sudden awakening to 
the sterility of the images he himself did 
so much to make fashionable. 


Wright’s ‘ Technological Stunt’ 


The moral of all these reactions is that 
life may not be denied: one must render 
to the machine only what belongs to the 
machine, and render to man all that 
belongs to man, or that, under a more 
divine impetus, transcends his biological 
limitations and his socia! necessities. 
This is not easy counsel, for in a disinte- 
grating society destruction becomes a 
sort of negative creation. As a result, it 
is precisely those creative spirits, who 
should now be creating forms more fully 
expressive of the emergent potentialities 
of our life, who are constantly tempted to 
use the vast destructive forces at their 
command in the vain hope that they may 
turn them to more human ends. Consider 
even such a robust and self-confident per- 
sonality as the late Frank Lloyd Wright, 
he who placed the family home and the 
garden at the very centre of his architec- 
tural opus and was content, so long as 
each family had its acre of land, to let the 
city dissolve into a formless house-pocked 
landscape. Even Wright, at the end of his 
life, projected such an empty technologi- 
cal stunt as a Skyscraper a Mile High: 
a form both anti-urban and anti-human, 
devoid of either practical value or 
aesthetic significance. Thus the last testa- 
ment of this prophet of organic architec- 
ture was an anti-organic form conceived 
without any reference to its human func- 
tions and purposes. Nothing could better 
indicate the formidable social inertia that 
the human spirit must now overcome. 


And where does that leave the archi- 
tect? In the central position he has 


always occupied—as the mediator 
between natural conditions, mechanical 
necessities, and human purposes, as the 
continuator and integrator of a long 
human tradition that goes back to the 
palzolithic caves. The task for the archi- 
tect today is not simply to interpret the 
demands made by the machine and the 
mechanical collective, nor yet to confine 
human purposes to the conditions that 
they would impose. For the coming 
generation a far more challenging prob- 
lem presents itself: that of integrating 
mechanisms, organisms, societies, and 
personalities into new structures that will 


fully embody and progressively reveal the 
nature of life itself. The architect of 
tomorrow will embody life in all its com- 
plexity and subtlety, its cumulative his- 
toric richness and its continued crea- 
tivity. The order that now beckons us 
will confine the machine to the house of 
life, and make man himself, as never 
before, at home in every chamber of that 
house: the visible master of his domicile. 
So have faith and be of good cheer: the 
human race always behaves best when the 
odds are against it, and, if we do not 
flinch or retreat, life may still happily sur- 
prise us. 


Notes of the Week 
Royal Gold Medal ; RA School of Architecture 


IN THE 113 YEARS since the Royal Gold 
Medal for Architecture was instituted by 
Queen Victoria it has been only a few 
times awarded to a writer. Its award this 
year to Mr. Lewis Mumford is at once a 
recognition of the vital importance of 
town planning and sociological studies to 
the future of mankind and of the out- 
standing eminence of Mr. Mumford in 
this field of work. 

In his numerous books such as ‘ Tech- 
nics and Civilisation,’ ‘The Culture of 
Cities,’ and ‘Art and Technics,’ as well 
as in his essays and his lectures at the 
University of Pennsylvania (where he is 
Professor of City Planning) and elsewhere, 
he has, by general consent, given deeper 
and more constructive thought than any 
other contemporary thinker to the town- 
planning, sociological and ancillary prob- 
lems of our time.

IN THE ADDRESS which he gave at the 
RIBA on Tuesday evening (substantial 
extracts from it are on page 1262) follow- 
ing the presentation of the Medal, Mr. 
Mumford dwelt at some length, and 
sombrely, on the nuclear threat that over- 
hangs the human race. Even if this is 
averted, as we must all profoundly hope 
that it will be, the future is fraught with 
difficulties and dangers almost baffling in 
their complexity. ‘ If,’ said Mr. Mumford, 
‘we go on operating automatically on the 
same premises, pursuing exclusively our 
present goals of ceaseless technological 
expansion, with no reference to other 
human ends, the final results in another 
hundred years may not be singularly dif- 
ferent from that which would be produced 
by a single gigantic catastrophe.’

HE HAD SOME POINTED THINGS to say on 
the dehumanising tendencies in architec- 
ture and the destruction of cities by the 
motor car, and he emphasised the chal- 
lenge that the machine age offers to the 
architect. A sombre, searching, but on 
the whole stimulating address, ending on 
the hopeful note that ‘ if we do not flinch 
or retreat, life may still happily surprise 
us.”

Quantity Surveying in Australia 

In your ‘ Notes of the Week’ (‘ The 
June 2) I particularly 
interested in the account of Mr. R. P 
Murray’s visit to London. It is always 
encouraging to read of firmly held beliefs 
in the studying developments 
abroad, as I, too, have gained valuable 
experience from visiting the USA, 
Australia and Europe. 

I would like to comment, however, on 
Mr. Murray’s statement regarding the pro 
gress of quantity surveying in Australia 
It seems to me that Australia should not 
be equated wi USA, although I 
admit that Mr. Murray did state there are 
a number of independent quantity sur- 
veyors in Australia. I am sure that the 
essential fact to be underlined is that in 
Australia there has developed over the 
past 15 years or so an independent quan 
tity surveying profession which is making 
contribution to the con- 
struction industry. There are differences 
in practice between Australia and the 
UK, e.g. method of measurement and the 
fact that quantities generally are not part 
of the contract, but nevertheless the 
emerging pattern of the profession is in 
conformity with the principles of the 
quantity surveying profession in the tradi 
tional form with which we are all so 
familiar. 

Having made a close study of 
struction contract procedures in the USA, 
I welcome and endorse Mr. Murray’s 
generous tribute to the American arch

But 
ynly his subsequent pronouncements can 
make picture clear. It is not ex- 
pected that these will be long delayed. 
The brake on investment expenditure is 
part of several measures by the 
Chancellor. The remaining stages of the 
Finance Bill, which contains new 
economic regulators (one being the pay- 
tax) to be pushed through as 
quickly as possible. Then if considered 
necessary Mr. Lloyd can use them and 
Parliament could even debate the whole 
situation before the summer recess which 
should begin early in August.

Production in Building 


‘Rise Must Go On’ says National President 


MR. FRANK RUSSON, FIOB, National Presi- 
dent, speaking at the half-yearly general 
meeting of the South Wales and Mon 
mouthshire Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, at Newport, on June 23, 
emphasised the need for rising production 
in building to continue 

“We know that despite the country’s 
hopes and efforts fhe balance of trade and 
the outflow of the nation’s reserves are 
once again at a point where some pres- 
sure may have to be exerted on the brake 
by the Governmental foot,’ said Mr 
Russon. 

‘This may seem to be something of a 
paradox when we have full employment 
and an apparently affluent society, but 
we have only to consider the equation of 
rising incomes and static production to 
realise that once again we are facing the 
dangers of inflation. 

‘ Although there is a continuing heavy 
demand for its services the building 
industry cannot expect to be unaffected by 
the rest of the economy, much as some 
of us would like it to be. At the same 
time, nobody can accuse the building 
industry of not increasing its production. 
We have succeeded here where other 
industries have failed, although of late 
we might be accused of increasing our 
prices. 

‘It is even more vital now that the 
trend of increasing production in building 
should continue. This will not be easy 
to achieve because of our labour 
shortages. These shortages are a challenge 
to building contractors’ ingenuity and 
skill in management. I would ask you, 
however, to beware of one important 
thing—the temptation to take on more 
building work than you can competently 
handle with the resources of men, money 
and machines at your disposal. Some 
firms, I regret, are making this mistake 
and the results cannot be beneficial either 
to the firms concerned, their clients or 
the industry as a whole.’ 

The President said that to refuse work 
was no bad advertisement; to take it on 
and fail was the worst possible advertise- 
ment. In some parts of the country the 


greed for more and more work and the 
inability or unwillingness to say 
clients was resulting in 


‘No’ to 
inflationary over- 
payments in a bid to poach the 
available labour. Nobody, in the long run, 
benefited from this. ‘If, here and there, 
a building job can’t be started let’s be 
bold and say so,’ he declared ‘No other 
industry that I know of gives 
instantaneous delivery, irrespective of the 
weight of the demand, and clients will 
appreciate being told where they stand. 

‘Finally, on the economic situation, I 
will say this. No matter what the Bank 
rate may be, no matter what economic 
regulator is used, the building industry 
should and must have confidence in its 
own future. It is clear to me that there 
is plenty of work for all firms for a long 
time ahead. There is no need to scramble 
like squirrels to store nuts for the winter 


he-rate 


As I have said, the industry cannot isolate 
itself from the rest of the economy and 
t must be ready for the task of lending 
a hand to any storm which might blow 
It can best do this by going all 
surpass its target of a 6 per cent 
in production this year. 

‘Whatever the dark clouds on 
horizon,’ Mr. Russon added, ‘ this 
the time to relax in recruitment and train- 
ing of apprentices and students or in 
investment in mechanical plant or 
management. To think that it is would 
be foolish. Such a reaction would harm 
the firms in the industry and, indeed, 
hinder rather than help the national 
economy for years to come.’

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Developments in Plastering 


Eminently Successful First Conference 


A CAPACITY AUDIENCE attended the first 
one-day conference sponsored by the 
National Federation of Plastering Con- 
tractors at the Connaught Rooms, Lon- 
don, WC, on June 20. After a brief 
address of welcome by the chairman, MR 
G. J. FORMAN, president of the NFPC, the 
first paper, on ‘ Mechanisation in a Craft 
Industry,’ was submitted by a past-presi- 
dent, MR. J. S. COOK. Following a short 
preamble concerned in the main with the 
place of the plastering contractor in the 
building industry today, the shortage of 
skilled craftsmen, and the impact of other 
methods of finishing which had made in- 
roads, though as yet comparatively small, 
into the hitherto exclusive field of the 
plastering contractor, Mr. Cook pointed 
out that although there was no condem 
nation of other methods of finishing, their 
further ascendancy existed, and would 
continue to grow, if the industry was un- 
able to cope with what it was asked to do, 
‘No other medium,’ he said, ‘can give 
such a satisfactory and utilitarian finish 
at comparable cost.’ He continued: 

Here, then, is surely one reason why 
we should consider mechanisation. I do 
not pretend that it will solve our labour 
problems; our inability to recruit sufficient 
apprentices will not be overcome by intro 
ducing a machine, and the apprentice 
must still be taught the traditional 
methods. But the hope is for an increased 
output and an alleviation for the opera- 
tive of a good deal of the hard work that 
plastering entails. 


Initial Cost Justified 

Anything that can be done to 
production seems worthwhile trying. It 
seems certain that even if production is 
not increased, a saving would be made on 
unskilled operatives, particularly on 
multi-storey buildings. By dispensing 
with one labourer, I calculate that in 
two the initial cost of a machine 
would be covered. We all know how 
much it costs us to get the materials to 
the spot board. It seems reasonable to 
suppose that by pumping materials from 
ground floor, a considerable saving can 
be made in the handling of materials. 
First-hand experience is worth a wealth 
of technical literature—there is only one 
way to find out the advantages or other 
wise of machine plastering, and that is 
to try it 

My firm has been operating an Amer! 
can plastering machine for approximately 
12 months. I would first like to say that 
the machine has been trouble-free and 
that not once, whilst operating on the 
site, have we had any mechanical break 
downs or, indeed, any stoppage. The 
mixer with the machine is a 
first-class of engineering, ideally 
suitable for its purpose. It seems strange 
that, to my knowledge, a comparable 
mixer is not manufactured in this country 
since there would appear to be a market 
for one. 

The machine has been operated by a 
one apprentice and

two or three labourers. It has been used 
on office blocks, domestic flats and a new 
hospital. We have, however, only had 
experience of pumping light-weight 
plasters and sanded: gypsum browning 
coats. We have not used cement: sand or 
lime:cement:sand mixes through the gun, 
although I understand that others have 
used these materials quite successfully. 

Our experience has shown that it is 
advisable initially to train a small crew 
off the site. There are inevitable teething 
troubles and these are best overcome in 
the experimental stage. The chief advan- 
tages of the machine would appear to be: 

(a) High coverage—given a clear run 
300 to 500 yd. a day can be floated 
with a gang of 6 men; 

(b) Good mechanical adhesion—this 
appears to be better than trowel 
applied backing coats; and 

(c) The material can be pumped and 
applied several floors from the 
ground, thus saving hoisting, etc., 
and double handling of materials 

The disadvantages we have experi 
enced are: 

(a) A good deal of masking is necessary 
to prevent spraying of windows, 
pipes, etc., although this can be 
done whilst the machine is being 
prepared or last thing in the day 
when it is being cleaned. 

Difficulty has been experienced in 
getting a true and even surface to 
the undercoat. This is because the 
gypsum plasters have to be retarded 
and it is necessary to build up the 
thickness in stages. Consequently 
large areas of floating have to be 
finished off at the same time and in 
some cases the material set before 
this could be accomplished. 

In very few instances have we really 
had sufficient areas available from 
the contractors to give an even flow 
of work. This is a matter of site 
organisation, but a good deal de 
pends on the co-operation of the 
main contractor in this matter. 
Our greatest difficulty has been in 
the education of the operatives to 
accept the use of machine plaster- 
ing. This is not surprising when 
one considers that it is a new tech- 
nique to a trade that is very con 
servative in its outlook and has a 
long tradition and training in its 
manual methods. One unwilling or 
unco-operative member of the team 
can easily upset the rest and there 
has been a great unwillingness on 
the part of some operatives to give 
the machine a fair chance. We have 
tried to recruit young operatives for 
the work and this would seem to be 
the best approach; but it will un 
doubtedly take time to put over the 
idea of machine plastering. 

At this stage it is difficult to be dog 
matic about comparisons of cost between 
machine and hand plastering—-the saving 
at the moment appears to be marginal 
On the other hand, we have not yet had 


the opportunity of really carrying out a 
contract under good conditions. 
Machine plastering in this country is 
still in an experimental stage. A 
deal of work is needed both on practical 
experience in handling the machine and 
the finding of a suitable plaster or mix

The speaker dismissed the idea that the 
problem was one of design. 

MR. CLARKE, ARIBA, Said he had listened 
with interest to Mr. Cook's paper. His 
main concern, however, was one of 
quality of workmanship. If mechanisa 
tion led to flat, true surfaces both he 
and his colleagues in the profession would 
be delighted. He was heartily disgusted 
with some of the work he had seen in 
the past. Architects, the speaker con 
tinued, really had little to do with plaster 
ing apart from writing what they thought 
into the specification, with advice (re 
ceived in good faith) from experts. Mr 
Clarke suggested that there was a case 
for making the plasterer a nominated 
sub-contractor, although there were 
arguments afoot to reduce rather than 
increase the number of nominated sub 
contractors. 

MR. R. W. LOGAN, P-PNFPC, thought that 
plastering should be left until a later stage 
in a contract so that the men could work 
on a finishing process without hindrance 
from other trades. MR. COOK agreed, 
pointing out that in America this tech 
nique was largely carried out. When the 
plasterer was on the site there was no 
one to hinder him. Ideally this was the 
situation to aim at in this country 

MR. J. E, A. DEACON, MBE, GM, FIOB, 
asked whether screeding could be done 
by machine to save the necessity of two 
separate operations. 

MR. COOK: ‘Experiments have shown 
that the mixture is wet—screeding 
must be semi-dry on application.’

THE GENTLEMAN who views us each week 
from the leading page of this journal with 
a kind of amused pedantry was Joseph 
Aloysius Hansom, architect, engineer, 
builder and journalist. He lived during 
the earlier half of the nineteenth century 
and we must assume that the daguerreo- 
type reproduction of his portrait is a faith- 
ful image of him. He was, of course, the 
founder of *‘ The Builder’ but he was also 
a man of many parts—one of the more 
memorable products of his fertile mind 
being the invention of the Hansom cab, 
which, one would have thought, was a 
sufficient fame in itself.

He was a fanatic of course 
and he eventually lost his reason, but not 
before he had thoroughly shaken up the 
establishment and planted seeds—one of 
which turned into the British Co-opera- 
tive movement. It seems that Hansom

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The Use of Exposed Concrete in Switzerland 
Traditionally Employed Types 


IN THE APPLICATION of exposed concrete 
the determining architectural principles 
are those of functionalism and fidelity to 
the character of the material. Concrete 
must display its natural surface texture 
and reveal its origin. It is considered 
desirable that the marks produced by the 
veins of the wood and by the joints 
between the formwork boards should be 
visible. In general, however, careful 
execution of the concrete is specified, with 
a surface free from blemishes; this means 
that a certain amount of touching-up has 
to be done after the formwork is stripped. 
A few architects holding extreme views 
form an exception to this rule. They 
forbid any kind of touching-up and they 
welcome such things as gravel pockets, 
honeycombing, irregularities and other 
incidental defects, and indeed even 
patches of lime efflorescence and the 
holes produced by the formwork ties or 
spacers, as signs of the ‘ genuineness’ of 
the material 

The application of exposed concrete in 
this sense of carefully executed and 
finished concrete has held its own in 
Switzerland the present time. It 
s by far the most frequently encountered 
type, although the traditional concrete 
surface finishes produced by tooling 
(bush-hammering, etc.) are also generally 
popular

The leading Swiss architects have a very 
conservative and purist attitude towards 
the use and the form of materials. They 
do not like experimenting, and that is 
why new—mostly chemical—methods of 
treating concrete surfaces have not come 
into widespread use, although such

Aggregates and Grading 


Aggregates were obtained from the 
same pit and were of constant quality 
throughout the duration of the job. They 
were mixed in advance by the suppliers. 
The range of variation of the grading 
allowed was 5 per cent. The maximum 
particle size was 30 mm. Portland cement 
of the same type and brand was used. For 
certain sections of the work, e.g. for fairly 
large surface areas, cement from one and 
the same consignment was used, so far 
as this was possible. Each cubic metre 
of concrete contained 275 kg. of cement. 

Aggregates and cement were batched by 
weight and mixed mechanically. The con 
sistency of the concrete was stiff-plastic 
and was not varied. Uniform quality of 
concrete was an essential requirement and 
was very frequently checked 

Each point where concrete had to be 
placed was served directly by the crane. 
Segregation of the freshly mixed con 
crete had to be avoided. The concrete was 
carefully placed in small quantities and 
was not allowed to fall more than 1 to 2 
m., the height depending on the 
thickness of the wall. The placing was 
carried according to a systematic 
plan. The material was always carefully 
and compacted with

Generally speaking, the nature and con 
dition of the formwork are of the utmost 
mportance in the obtaining of pleasing 
exposed concrete. In particular, imper 
vious formwork should be _ provided 
Timber of the same kind and same degree 
of seasoning was used on the school 
Boards were of uniform width (tolerance 
+ 0.5mm.) and were planed to a uniform 
thickness (+ 0.2mm.), the better of the 
two sides being selected. Lateral joints 
of boards were provided with tapered 
tongues and grooves

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The formwork was constructed accord- 
ing to the plan drawn up by the archi 
tect and a stable construction that could 
not be displaced was used. The timber 
spacers were removable and tie wires were 
pulled out of the concrete whenever pos- 
sible. Ends of boards, e.g. at the vertical 
ends of a horizontally shuttered wall, 
were sawn off together after the form- 
work had been erected. By this means, 
relatively good imperviousness of the 
formwork was obtained at critical points. 
No mould oil was employed, the boards 
of the formwork being thoroughly wetted 
before concreting was begun.

Exposed concrete was left in the form 
work for as long as possible. The imper 
vious formwork, by keeping the concrete 
damp, obviated the need for any special 
curing, and prevented the formation of 
lime stains. Formwork with freshly 
placed concrete was protected at the top 
against the ingress of rainwater. Any 
gravel pockets, honeycombing, or other 
cavities were filled and made invisible. 
For this purpose a mortar was used that 
had been obtained from the standard con- 


crete mix by the removal of the coarser 
aggregate particles. Where patching-up 
ef this kind was carried out, the pattern 
of the wood and the joints between the 
formwork boards was reproduced on the 
mortar applied. (On large jobs specially 
trained men may be employed for this 
work—these men usually become so adept 
in the work that touched-up spots are 
subsequently impossible to detect.) 

The concrete surface was impregnated 
with a 15 per cent solution of magnesium 
fluo-silicate; touched up with colours 
(stains made darker or lighter with paint 
having the same grey colour as the 
cement); primed with a dilute pigment- 
less emulsion of a _ synthetic plastic 
material: and treated with a coating of 
emulsion paint which, so that a trans- 
lucent film could be obtained, contained 
Sclatively little white pigment 


The Church 


The exposed concrete in the church 
was tooled by means of the granulating 
hammer. It is mainly an archite¢tural 
feature of the interior of the church where 
it contrasts in an aesthetically very 
pleasing manner with large timber-clad 
faces. As the concrete was to be granu- 
lated after it had hardened, the require 
ments that it had to fulfil were somewhat 
different from those applied to the con- 
crete of the school. 

The aggregates had to be assessed for 
quality of the stone employed. (It makes 
a lot of difference whether or not the 
aggregates contain a considerable propor- 
tion of components of inferior quality or 
with poor bonding capacity.) The cement 
content for exposed concrete which was 
to be given a granulated surface dressing 
was somewhat higher than for the con- 
crete of the school, viz. 300-350 kg/m’.

Nailing Properties of Timber 
TDA Tests on Redwood and Cedar 


INFORMATION about the nailing properties 
of timber used in construction and about 
the performance of different nail patterns 
is scanty and the need for research has 
been apparent for some time. Recently 
the Timber Development Association 
completed a series of tests which furnish 
a comparison between the nailing proper- 
ties of European redwood and western 
red cedar. The tests also demonstrated 
that improved performance is to be 
expected from the use of special nails. 
The tests had immediate relevance to 
the TDA research programme because 
western red cedar had been specified for 
the conoid shell roofs of a new labora- 
tory now in course of erection at the 
Association’s Tylers Green premises. 
They have, however, a wider significance, 
since low density makes cedar an attrac 


tive proposition for shell construction in 
general 

In the recent tests two types of nails 
were used: (a) standard 2 in., 12 SWG 
bright chequered head wire nails com- 
plying with BS 1202 (1944) and (b) 2 in. 
ring shanked nails (these being a special 
production and not covered by a British 
Standard). For test purposes the nails 
were driven at three different directions 
to the grain and both types of nail were 
used in application to redwood and cedar 
specimens. The test results show that 
redwood and cedar are approximately 
equal in resistance to nail withdrawal 
using standard wire nails, but that red- 
wood is slightly superior when ring 
shanked nails are used. This is thought 
to be due to the higher density of red- 
wood. Little difference was found in 
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more difficult than with ordinary exposed 
concrete (as described for the school) to 
make surface blemishes invisible later on. 
Placing and compacting the concrete were 
therefore done with the greatest possible 
care. 

The material and the condition of the 
formwork are not of any special signifi- 
cance in producing granulated exposed 
concrete. It was, however, again essential 
that the formwork should be as imper 
vious as possible to ensure that the marks 
of the joints between the boards would 
not show. Apart from curing the con 
crete by keeping it uniformly damp for

withdrawal load for nails driven radially 
and those driven tangentially to the grain 
of the timber. In all cases cedar was 
found to be the better timber when nails 
were driven into end grain. 

Study of the test results for the lateral 
load specimens shows cedar to have 
better properties than redwood using 
standard wire nails in all tests. On the 
other hand redwood with ring shanked 
nails gave greater strength values than 
cedar, except with the load parallel to the 
grain. The investigators found that 
cedar possesses approximately half the 
cleavance strength of redwood. Thus, 
there is more tendency for cedar to split 
when the nails are driven.

The Building Advisory Service 


Increase in Diversity and Character of Assignments 


SINCE the end of 1955 the Building Advi- 
sory Service has carried out assignments 
of various kinds for over 300 building 
firms. In many cases BAS has been 
offered second and third assignments for 
the same firm. The greater number of 
assignments have been received from 
firms in the 100/500 employee group. 
The smallest firm assisted had 26 em- 
ployees and the largest 3,000 plus. These 
facts are given in a report on the work of 
the Building Advisory.Seryice_up.to May, 
1961, recently submitted to the Council 
of the National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers. 

The Building Advisory Seryice wa 
started in’April, 1954, and its success , 
evident from the continyal increase in thg 
number of consultants necessary.to carry 
out assignments.  Startifi swith “one 
senior consultant and three trainee con- 
sultants, the staff has grown to one senior 
consultant, ten consultants and three 
clerical assistants. The consultancy staff 
now includes most building and Civil en- 
gineering professions in addition to three 
who are qualified in accountancy and 
company secretarial practice. 


Assignments 


In addition to the normal building 
problems of planning, site organisation, 
costing, etc., BAS has carried out assign- 
ments in connection with joinery shops, 
plant depots, builders’ merchants, precast 
concrete works, rock drilling, the organi- 
sation of a drawing office and a large 
architect’s department. An _ increasing 
number of assignments are connected 
with the introduction of sound incentive

schemes. As a general principle BAS 
insist on efficient planning of work before 
incentives are introduced. 

A considerable amount of research has 
been carried out in connection with 
financial and cost accounting. As a re- 
sult of this research it is now possible for 
BAS to install a system of integrated 
financial/cost accounts which enables a 
building firm to produce cost/value com- 
parisons within 24 hours of the interim 
measurements and quarterly profit/loss 
accounts broken down to types of work 
or to departments. In most instances this 
ean. be carried out without additional 
staff. . 


_ Courses 


Appreciation courses in work study 
were commenced in the winter of 1956- 
57. From these a work study/planning 
course was developed and ran success- 
fully’ for two years. In response to a 
wide demand the subjects were made the 
object of separate courses and are still the 
most popular. In 1959 a six-week train- 
ing course for work study officers was 
included in the programme and two such 
courses have been run each year. The 
number of these courses is limited be- 
cause three of the six weeks are spent on 
site and reasonably fine weather is 
desirable. 

In 1960 a four-week course for the 
training of planning officers was insti- 
tuted. Again, two such courses are run 
each year. A few appreciation courses 
(two for ‘director level’ only) on ‘ man- 
agement’ have been run for the benefit 
of the senior staff of building firms. Four

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of these courses are to be run during the 
1961-62 session (September to April) and 
will become a regular feature of the course 
programme. Beginning with five weeks 
of courses in 1956-57, BAS has pro- 
gressed to 33 weeks of courses at 
NFBTE headquarters in New Cavendish- 
street during the 1961-62 session. Over 
100 places have been booked on these 
courses, which commence on October 9. 

In addition to the courses at head- 
quarters, a number are held in the pro 
vinces at the request of regional federa- 
tions, local associations and individual 
firms. In respect of both individual 
assignments to building firms and courses 
the fees BAS charges are approximately 
only two-thirds of those of other con- 
sultancy organisations. 


Lectures 


The staff continue to lecture on various 
management techniques at meetings spon- 
sored by the Ministry of Works, regional 
federations and institutions connected 
with the building industry. Articles are 
contributed to the technical Press. 

As a matter of interest, it may be men- 
tioned that the Australian Institute of 
Builders, the Master Builders Federation 
of Australia and the Federation of Civil 
Engineering Contractors have combined 
to form the Construction Management 
Advisory Service on the lines of BAS. 
Mr. G. J. Hunt, one of the first con- 
sultants recruited by the service, has been 
selected to head this organisation and 
has just left for Australia.

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Harbour and River Improvements 
DSIR’s Hydraulics Report for 1960 


A WIDE RANGE of model studies and field 
investigations of value to the British 
consulting engineer at home and abroad 
was carried out by the DSIR’s Hydraulics 
Research Station in 1960. Details, which 
appear in the annual report of the director 
(Mr. F. H. Allen), now on sale,* include 
research into the effects of land reclama- 
tion and other civil engineering work in 
Hong Kong harbour; the influence on 
Thames shipping of building the new £3m. 
underpass near Blackfriars Bridge; and 
the possibility of using the Indian ocean 
to generate electricity in Mauritius. 


Hong Kong Harbour.—Land reclama- 
tion in Hong Kong harbour has created 
a need for study of its effect on tidal 
streams and, consequently, on navigation. 
One of the problems investigated on the 
mode! the likely influence of a 
proposed mile-long bridge across the 
harbour The design provided for un 
usually large piers, to withstand the 
impact of a ship adrift in a typhoon. 
Although these piers would cause some 
increase in the velocity of currents, it 
was considered that their effect on naviga- 
tion would otherwise not be significant.

Model Tests for Blackfriars Scheme. 
Tests have shown that shipping passing 
under the Blackfriars road and railway 
bridge will not be subjected to any danger 
when the proposed underpass between 
Victoria Embankment and Queen 
Victoria-street is built. The work, which 
will be carried out by the Corporation of 
the City of London, will involve altering 
the alignment of part of the Thames river 
wall, and it was thought that the flood 
stream might be deflected across the 
channel, causing difficult conditions under 
the bridges for the large colliers which 
make their way downstream against the 
flood tide.

Staging Held to be ‘ A Scaffold’ 


An Interesting Case for Builders 


FROM A LEGAI 
AN INTERESTING POINT for builders involv- 
ing consideration of Regulations 3 and 
5 of the Building (Safety, Health and Wel- 
fare) Regulations 1948 was recently de- 
and is reported as Connolly v 
and Others. In this case the 
plaintiff was employed as an asbestos 
roofer by the defendant who himself was 
a sub-contractor employed by the defen 
dant company. 

The plaintiff was fixing asbestos sheets 
to the roof of premises of the National 
Benzole Co. Ltd. at Barking, Essex, where 
he fell and was seriously injured. There 
were two main questions at issue. Regu 
lation 5 provides that ‘suitable and suf- 
ficient scaffolds shall be provided for all 
work that cannot safely be done on or 
from the ground or from part of the 
building or from part of a permanent 
or from a ladder or other avail 
able means of support * while in 
Regulation 3 ‘ scaffold’ means ‘ any tem- 
porary structure on or from which per 
sons perform work in connection with an 
operation to which these regulations 
apply and includes any working plat- 
form together with any ground rail,

The case against the defendant com- 
pany was not pursued by counsel for the 
plaintiff as the defendant company had 
fulfilled their obligation to the plaintiff 
by providing asbestos sheets of proper 
size and quality from a reliable supplier. 
The learned judge had to fix the amount 
of damages in the event of the plaintiff 
succeeding in his appeal and reached a 
figure of £2,750 having regard to the fact 
that the plaintiff was incapacitated per- 
manently from working above ground 
level and from doing any work entailing 
lifting heavy weights or continued bend 
ing 
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sent a collier. When a structure repre- 
senting the new wall was introduced, it 
was found that changes in the pattern of 
flow did not extend to the navigation 
channel. 

Terminal Groyne Problem.—A model 
was constructed to study the accretion 
and erosion of beaches where the presence 
of groynes disturbs the normal process of 
littoral drift and, in particular, the ero 
sion at the down-drift end of the groyne 
system (movement of material along the 
coast under the action of waves). The 
experiment was designed to measure the 
littoral drift along beaches with and with- 
out groynes, and it confirmed that the 
rate of growth of the scour hole, at the 
down-drift end of the system, was equal 
to the difference between the rates of 
littoral drift on beaches with and without 
groynes.

National Federation's First Annual 
Meeting 


IN HIS ADDRESS at the opening of the first 
annual general meeting of the newly- 
formed National Federation of Builders’ 
and Plumbers’ Merchants at Torquay, on 
June 5, the president MR. KENNETH J 
FISHER, said: *‘ We represent distributors 
of goods for practically the whole of the 
United Kingdom, and I believe we have 
a national duty as such to see they are 
distributed as efficiently and as economi 
cally as possible. 


‘If we are at fault, it is our duty to 
eradicate the faults and, if necessary, to 
rationalise ourselves or the system of 
operation. I believe there is too much 
competition between ourselves and non 
merchant-minded manufacturers, whom I 
regard, generally, as not realising the 
modern trend of distribution. 


‘The main function of the merchant is 
to hold stocks, always readily available to 
the building contractor. It is vita] that 
these stocks turn over rapidly. By this 
means the cost of distribution can be 
reduced. Therefore we must discourage 
“ brass-plating”’: by this I do not mean 
discourage direct deliveries, but these 
should be conducted by people who also 
perform the proper function of stock 
holding.’ 


Kitchen Equipment 

Mr. Fisher went on to say that he 
thought that the Federation should press 
for standardisation of size and basic 
colours of kitchen equipment, as had 
happened in the bathroom to some 
extent. ‘In this country,’ he said, ‘a 
depth of 21 in. has been accepted for 
fitted cupboards, work tops, etc., yet 
cookers, boilers, washing machines, etc., 
have varying depths and cannot be made 
to conveniently line up. I wonder if the 
American depth of 24 in. would not be a 
better one? I propose to ask our execu- 
tive to have the position examined and 
would like us to work in conjunction with 
the RIBA on this subject.’
